Salisbury University receives 
its first Top Tier ranking from U.S. 
News & World Reports 2003 
“America’s Best Colleges.” The 
recently released edition, one of 
the most popular college ranking 
publications, places Salisbury 
University high in the northern 
region for universities. 

“We are obviously extremely 
pleased about the recognition 
Salisbury University is receiving 
from these national publications,” 
said SU President Janet Dudley- 
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Eshbach in a recent press 
release. 

The recent U.S. News & World 
Reports ranking adds optimism 
to the rapidly improving state of 
the University. Confronted with 
many issues such as congested 
parking and lack of adequate 
housing, which is a result of 
student expansion, the new 
ranking provides a needed boost 
of confidence for’ both 
administration and the students. 

Take in into consideration for 
the ranking are factors such as 
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student retention rate, financial 
resources, and peer 
assessment. The _ factors, 
totaling 16 in all, are weighted 
and compared against other 
schools and ranked by score. 
U.S. News & World Reports 
follows a four-tier system with the 
first tier being the highest 
possible. 

Prestigious rankings such as 
U.S. News & World Reports Top 
Tier list raises the question of 
future growth for Salisbury 
University. As SU becomes a top

Section 9.08.050 Sale of contraceptives through vending 
machines. 

It is unlawful for any person to sell or offer for sale any 
contraceptive or contraceptive device by means of a vending 
machine or other automatic device, whether or not such 
contraceptive or contraceptive device is advertised as such or 
as a prophylactic, except in places where alcoholic beverages 
are sold for consumption on the premises.
